A program of proposed public 
improvements for which Quad- 
City municipalities will seek 
their share of a $7 million grant 
expected by Madison County 
under the federal Community 
Development Act will be 
drafted this week for presen- 
tation to the county's Com 
munity Development Advisory 
Committee a 

The $7 million is scheduled for 
distribution over the next. three 
years for use in projects 
mapped by cities and villages 
with the county. The county's 
development committee will 
determine the priority of the 
proposed projects and allot the 
Madison County funds ac- 
cordingly. 

Plans to complete a program 
of projects sponsored b 
Granite City, Madison, Venice 
and Pontoon Beach, which 
make up District Two of the 
Madison County phase of the 
Community Development Plan, 
were finalized Thursday in a 
meeting of officials from the 
four municipalities in the office 
of Mayor Paul Schuler in 
Granite City 

Mayor Schuler said that 
projects to be sponsored by 
Granite City will be considered

He said Granite City last year 
completed a new three-year 
contract for disposal of garbage 
and trash by Milam-East Corp., 
at a cost of about $1.70 per 
month for each household. 

“I don’t believe we could 
come up with any plan for 
garbage disposal that would be 
any cheaper than that," the 
mayor said 

The Community Development 
Program calls for federal 
grants of $1 million to Madison 
County for the first year, and $3 
million each for the second and 
third years

May build Levee 
District garage 
in this county 


A proposal to build a new 

garage in Madison County in- 
) Stead of replacing the old 
structure in East St. Louis is 
under study by the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District, it 
was learned by the Press- 
Record today. 

The plan is reported favored 
by Levee Board Trustees 
William “Mike’’ Ebersoldt of 
Venice, Russell Robinson of 
Granite City, and Board 
President Jack Scoville of 
National City. 

Ebersoldt said construction of 
a new garage will be financed 
with funds received in a set- 
tlement with the Alton & 
Southern Railroad of damages 
caused by an explosion in the 
railroad's East St. Louis yards 
three years ago. 

He added that preliminary 
discussions for moving the 
levee district's main garage to 
Madison County involve a 
location on Route 111, although 
a tract has not yet been finally 
selected. 

‘The levee district's present 
garage -property is located 
across the street from the East 
St. Louis levee district offices 
in the 2800 block of McCasland 
Avenue. It was damaged ex- 
tensively by the explosion in the 
railroad yards caused when a 
tank car of chemicals sprang a 


leak and was ignited, possibly 
by a spark from the car bum- 
ping into another. 

The old garage was acquired 
by the levee district in the early 
1940s from the Key Co., then an 
East St. Louis industry, for 
$100,000. 

According to Ebersoldt, the 
damage caused by the railroad 
explosion damaged the present 
building beyond repair. The 
levee board, he said, has been 
negotiating a settlement with 
the railroad and noted that he, 
Robinson and Scoville had 
agreed such damages should 
amount to at least $200,000. The 
other two members of the levee 
board, Romel Wilbon and 
Charles Meyers, both of East St 
Louis, have proposed settling 
the damages for $75,000 to 
$100,000. 


Ebersoldt said that Scoville’s 
support of the proposal to build 
a new garage in Madison 
County and abandoning the old 
garage gives the plan the 
support of three members, 
which constitutes a quorum and 
a majority vote on the fiverman 
board of trustees. 

The design and estimated cost 
of a new garage building will 
depend upon the eventual 
settlement of damages by the 
railroad, Ebersoldt said.

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‘Long fight to choose House speaker underscares outlook 
for an ineffective and chaotic Illinois legislative session 


Comments by the Press- 
Record’s Springfield Bureau — 
‘Nobody will win. Everybody 
‘will lose 

That's how Capitol cynics 
view the bruising “battle for 
‘speaker of the House for the 
‘79th Illinois General Assembly. 
Of the many declared 
challengers for the speakership, 
‘there is a general feeling that 
‘whoever comes out on top is 
.going to regret it in the long run. 

There are predictions the 
legislator who is elected 
ispeaker for the 1975-76 session is 
;doomed to follow the same route 
to political destruction as the 
joutgoing speaker, Republican 
‘W. Robert Blair of Park Forest. 

The outlook for the 79th 
‘Assembly is so bleak that 
-whoever is identified with it in a 
‘position of leadership is bound 
to attract a flood of adverse 
‘public opinion, goes. the 
‘Statehouse reasoning. 

It is widely assumed that the 
eventual winner of the current 
free-for-all will be a one term 
‘speaker at best and — like Blair 
-— could have trouble even 
assuring re-election as a 
representative in his home 
House district in 1976. 

Despite a commanding 
Democratic majority in the 

‘House, 101 to 76 Republican 
members, the party is so fac- 
tionalized and fragmented that 
the House may wind up about as 
divided and ineffective as the 
usual French parliament. 

Little of substance in state 
government has been ac 
complished during the first two 
years of Democratic Gov. Dan 
Walker's administration and 
the outlook is for continued 
political pyrotechics but no 
constructive solutions to 
Mlinois’ mounting problems. 

In view of all this, it was not 
‘surprising that some high-level 
Republicans have — been 
cautioning GOP House mem- 
bers not to get involved in the 
struggle for the House 
speakership, but to let the 
Democrats fight it out among 
themselves. 

Tt had been speculated at the 
Statehouse that Republicans 
might rally behind Democratic 
Minority Leader Clyde Choate 
of Anna, making it possible for 
him to overcome the opposition 
of Gov. Walker's forces to win 
the speakership. 

But some GOP leaders 
believe such a role by their 
party would play into Walker's 
hands. For — if things go badly 
in the legislature, as most seem 
to think they will — Gov. Walker 
can once again place the blame 
son the Republicans, citing any 
role in the Speaker fight as

complicated body. But there is 
one simple way of describing it. 
It's anti-Walker. 

Whatever else the 235 
senators and representatives 
may disagree about, the 
overwhelming majority of them 
agree that Dan Walker is far 
from being a great or even a 
good governor. 

The situation existing at the 
beginning of the 1975 legislative 
session is unique in Illinois 
history. Not in about 40 years 
have the Democrats as a party 
held so firm a hold on the 
Illinois legislature. 

With the governorship in their 
hands also, one would expect 
that the Democrats .would be 
ready to compile a legislative 
and governmental record that 
would inspire the party faithful 
for years to come. 

Far from it. The Tlinois 
Democrats are so divided that 
it is freely prédicted beneath 
the Statehouse Dome that the 
new session will produce 
nothing of substance — that 
state government will drift 
slowly but steadily into chaos 
and possibly financial collapse 

So strongly is this felt at the 
Capitol that the various factions 
— including the governor 
himself, the Republicans, 
Mayor Richard J. Daley's 
Chicago Democrats and Rep. 
Clyde Choate's Downstate 
Democrats — are already 
preparing to blame everybody 
else for the pending debacle. 

Nobody, it seems, expects any 
unifying leadership from the 
governor. And it is hard to see 
now how he could provide it if he 
wanted to. 

Since November, he has 
succeeded not, only in 
antagonizing his own party's 
legislative leadership, but most 
individual legislators as well. It 
all seems so unnecessary. 

It was generally assumed for 
months that if the Democrats 
regained control of the Senate, 
they would again select Chicago 
Sen. Cecil Partee as Senate 
president or majority leader. 

Yet Walker let it be clearly 
known that he was not favorable 
to Partee and would like to see 
someone else in that powerful 
and prestigious spot. The chief 
reason apparently was that 
Partee is known to be close to 
Daley. Partee was elected last 
week after maneuvering by 
some of his opponents to select 
one of the assistant majority 
leaders. 

In the fight over the House 
leadership, Walker went 
through the charade of posing 
neutrality in the speakership 
contest while everybody — 
down to the lowest clerk in the 
Statehouse — knew his staff was 
working night and day to block 
Choate. 

Ironically, the public 
disclosure that Walker's people 


were working for Rep. Gerald 
Bradley of Bloomington, for 
speaker, probably — spelled 
automatic defeat for him. 

In the end Gov.‘Walker, after 
a belated and non-productive 
“summit” meeting with Daley 
at Chicago, publicly admitted 
his outright opposition to 
Choate. This was a boost for 
Choate, but Daley associates 
withdrew their backing for him 
after 39 ballots. The ballot tally 
was 64 prior to the resumption 
of deliberations this afternoon. 

With the Democrats as split 
as they are, and decidedly and 
increasingly anti-Walker, it is 
difficult to see how the governor 
can hope to win enactment of 
mueh of a legislative program. 
The party's _ numerical 
superiority now is almost 
meaningless. 

Current speculation relates to 
whether Gov. Walker really is 
concerned about rebuilding 
some form of party unity. The 
reasoning goes that Walker is 
convinced’ that everything is 
going to fall apart, anyway, no 
matter what anyone might do, 
and is content to be in a position 
to blame Republicans, Daley 
Democrats and Choate 
Democrats. 


@ When will I get my re- 
fund? 


A. The IRS makes a spe- 
cial effort to send refunds back 
to taxpayers as quickly as pos- 
sible.

A. If you receive an erro- 
neous Form W-2, you should 
ask your employer to issue a 
new W-2 to you clearly 
marked “corrected copy.” You 
should then file Copy B of the 
corrected statement with your 
Federal tax return.

In December, two members 
of the President's Cabinet, his 
new energy administrator, the 
chairman of his Council of 
Economic Advisers and others 
went to Camp David to for- 
mulate a national energy 
policy. 


After the first day, one of the « 


participants was asked what 
kind of program would emerge, 
and was quoted as saying, ‘I 
won't bet exactly how it’s going 
to come out, but what I will bet 
is that it's too little, too late.” 

That frustration is shared by 
the Congress and the public. 

The administration still has 
no energy pragram. 

The pronouncements of its 
energy czars, one after another, 
even the czars themselves are 
repeatedly rendered 
inoperative. 

This administration has only 
‘one consistency in its approach 
on energy policy. It moves in 
lockstep with the major oil 
companies. 

The major oil companies do 
not want standby emergency 
legislation that could conserve 
energy, reduce consumption 
and profits and force them to 
choose between the United 
States and the Arabs in the 
event of another flare-up in the 
Middle East. 

When Congress passed 
emergency legislation during 
the Arab embargo early this 
year, it was vetaed because the 
administration and the major 
oil companies objected to 
ceilings on domestic oil prices. 

With time running out, it 
became clear that the Congress 
would have to move"without the 
support of the administration. 


falling in the U. S. Imports will 
rise. 


The- oil industry does have - 


longterm plans for increasing 
U.S. energy supplies and 
reducing our dependence on 
foreign oil. 

But those plans require huge 
capital investments. We have 
made the “easy discoveries.” 

Most new oil and natural gas 
will be found in Alaska, at 
greater depths on the mainland 
of the lower 48 states, or off- 
shore — all greatly expensive 
projects. 

Oil industry profits are 
essential, if new energy sources 
are to be developed. 

Until recently, petroleum 
profits have averaged less than 
those of other industries. 

Recent profit figures have 
been inflated by inventory 
gains, which are simply 
“‘paper’’ rather than real 
profits. 

Moreover, ‘profits — as well 
as billions of dollars of 
borrowed capital — are plowed 
back into exploration and 
research projects. 

Oil profits work for 
consumer, not against him.

I joined Sen. Henry Jackson 
and several of our colleagues in 
early December to draft new 
legislation providing standby 
authorities for use in the event 
of another emergency. 

The very day we introduced 
that bill, we finally heard from 
the administration. 

The administration asked us 
to delay Senate consideration of 
our bill and negotiate mutually 
acceptable legislation. 

Those negotiations went on 
for a week. 

We sought to concentrate on 
objectives upon which we could 
all agree—mandatory’ con- 
servation authority, steps to 
limit oil imports and establish- 
ment of strategic reserves. 

Now, after reaching sub- 
stantial agreement on minimal 
emergency energy legislation, 
the administration informed us 
that it was unwilling to forego 
deregulation of the well-head 
price of natural gas. 

The administration's efforts 
to tie natural gas deregulation 
to this emergency bil] now will 
deprive the American people of 
the protection which would be 
assured by passage of this 
legislation. 

The administration's position 
ensures that the interests of the 
nation’s major oil compares 
will once again be served at the 
expense of the public interest. 

Natural gas supplies about 
one-third of the nation’s energy 
requirements. 

Deregulation would further 
inflate the already obscene 
profits of the major oil com- 
panies at the expense of vir- 
tually every home, every farm 
and every industry in the 
nation,

The industry spends enor- 
mous sums to insure that 
American consumers will have 
fuel in the future. 

New regulations over the oil 
industry, tax increases and 
price rollbacks may tem- 
porarily lower prices, but they 
will ultimately Jead to crucial 
and expensive shortages. 

Natural gas is, a good 
example. 

The incentives needed to 
encourage extensive

because the price of interstate 
natural gas is held at an ar- 
tificially low level.

Thus, consumers in gas- 
producing states have sufficient 
supplies, although they must 
pay a higher price.

Clearly, legislation is needed 
to help assure adequate sup- 
plies of natural gas. 

At the present time, large 
quantities of natural gas are 
being withheld from the market 
by the oil industry in an- 
ticipation of the government's 
capitulation to its demands for 
still higher, prices. 

In just 168 leases in the Gulf of 
Mexico studied by the Federal 
Power Commission, producible, 
commercial wells with 
estimated recoverable gas 
reserves of almost five trillion

These wells are Tocated on 
public property, but the 
Department of _ Interior 
steadfastly refuses to compel 
their production or forfeiture. 

The major oil companies’ 
primary interest is making 
money—not making oil and gas. 

It is the government's job to 
protect its citizens from that 
kind of economic’blackmail.

White Pines Forest lies in Black Hawk country 


Editor’s Note: This is one of 
a series on Mlinols’ state 
parks and memorials. 


By JOAN MURARO 


DIXON — When the Pil- 
grims landed at Plymouth 
Rock, the forest primeval 
which greeted their view was 
made up of white pines, which 
the Indians already prized for 
medicinal properties. The 
new arrivals put the trees to 
new use — they cut the tall, 
straight trunks to build the 
first houses of which we have 
any record in America. 

Later, the newcomers 
adopted the Indians’ attitude 
about the medical value of the 
white pine, especially for lung 

“complaints. The Indians also 
used bundles of twigs in their 
medicinal sweat baths. The 
Pilgrims even made their 
shillings of its wood, and 
stamped them with its image. 

‘The tall straight trunks, and 
the general usefulness of the 
pine, eventually were the 
downfall of the handsome 
trees which once dominated 
vast regions of the North 
American continent. Since the 
wood was unequalled for 
evi from match sticks 
to masts for sailing ships, the 
trees continued to fall. Today, 
the last and southernmost vir- 
gin stand in the Midwest is 

tected at White Pines For- 
est State Park in Ogle County, 
12 miles north of Dixon in 
northwestern Illinois. 

Today, there are 385 acres 
in the park, which required 
nearly 25 years to become @ 
reality. When the first white 
settlers arrived, they found a 
stand of white pine which 
stretched back a quarter-mile 
from Pine Creek’s east bank, 
and covered 700 acres. 

As early as 1903, een of 
Ogle County nai 
spearheaded a paleo a 
drive in the legislature for ap- 


_. propriation of $30,000 for pur- 


chase of the land. The meas- 
ure, however, was vetoed, and 
it was not until 1927 that the 
remainder of the forest was 
acquired for use as a park. 

The timber stand has his- 
toric as well as natural val- 
ues, since it lies in the heart of 
the so-called Black Hawk 
country with its many associ- 
ations with the Indian chief 
who delayed, if he could not 
entirely halt, the removal of 
his people from the Rock Riv- 
er valley they cherished. 

In May of 1832, an impor- 
tant engagement in the Black 
Hawk War was fought nearby, 
above Dixon. Poorly disci- 
plined volunteers, com- 
manded by Gov. John 


Reynolds, were routed and _ 


put to flight,. but the Indian 


victory was tel rary, 
and eventually Urey were aub- 
dued and driven from the 
Rock River country. 

Black Hawk himself knew 
not only exile, but the ig- 
nominy of being placed in cus-

The National College of 
Education has a center for 
program development in Equal 
Educational Opportunity (EEO 
Center) funded under Title IV, 
section 403, of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964. The federal grant 
has been used to establish a 
general assistance center 
providing technical assistance 
and training to local school 
districts that are desegregated 
or desegregating 

The EEO center's primary 
purpose is to provide in-service 
education programs focusing 
upon issues incident to school 
desegregation. These programs 
assist school districts in 
developing a broad range of 
strategies which help the school 
personnel to maximize their 
effectiveness in whatever role 
they perform within the 
desegregated environment. 

The Institute’s program in- 
cludes activities which engage 
school personnel in an 
assessment of problems related 
to desegregation and equal 
educational opportunity 
Personnel then participate in an 
experience based in-service 
program designed to assist 
participants in developing 
skjlls, techniques and processes 
which can be utilized to plan 
and carry out action projects 
which are to alleviate the 
problems identified.

For a stronger voice in 
Springfield and Washington, 
Southern Illinois cities and 
villages must speak collective- 
ly,, Michael J. Howlett, 
secretary of. state, said 
Saturday night. 

Howlett was guest speaker at 
a dinner, meeting of the 
Southern [Illinois Mayors 
Association at the Ramada Inn, 
Mount Vernon. 

“Municipalities of Southern 
Illinois, spread out over 34 
counties from the Mississippi to 
the Wabash, have common 
problems different from the 
larger, more heavily populated 
municipalities to the north,” 
said Howlett. 

“Local government is bigger 
than state or federal govern- 
ment. It is closer to the people it 
serves. 

“A resident of a municipality 
of 250 population, or even of 
20,000 or 25,000, is more likely to 
know his mayor personally than 


his state legislator or ae 
congressman. 

“A small-town mayor, trying 
to comply with environmental 
standards; or labor practice or 
other standards set by a parent 
government — and still protect 
the property tax base. of his 
community — is a thin, small 
voice telling his story to a state 
or federal agency. 

“But, banded together, you 
can make your influence, felt.

The pilot study assessed 
student performance in the 
areas of functional literacy, 
citizenship, attitudes and 
psychomotor performance. 

Approximately 2,000 of the 
state’s 178,000 eighth graders 
participated. They represented 
100 schools, chosen at random.

Traffic deaths 
drop in 1974 


Lieutenant Albert J. Ber- 
tagnolli, State Police District 
Commander for the nine-county 
area in District 11, headquar- 
tered at Maryville, announced 
today statistics show that 
during 1974, there were 34 fewer 
persons killed in accidents than 
in 1973, in District 11. 

District 11 also had a 
reduction of 676 accidents in 
1974, he said. 

The superintendent of the 
Illinois State Police, Dwight E. 
Pitman, reported that during 
December 137 persons died of 
injuries sustained in traffic 
accidents on Illinois Highways, 
seven less than in December 
1973. 

Provisional figures show that 
1,961 people were killed from 
Jan. 1 through Dec. 31 last year. 
This total reflects a decrease of 
408 from the number of 
fatalities reported in 1973. 

Superintendent Pitman said, 
“While there are several 
possible causes for this 
reduction, the 55 mile-per-hour 
speed limit, which was imposed 
early last year as a result of the 
Emergency Highway Energy 
Conservation Act, certainly has 
had some effect on the total. 

“A reduced number of miles 
driven by the public and the 
possibility of increased use of 
seat belt restraint systems, as 
well as other factors also are to 
be considered as causes for this 
year’s reduction in fatalities.”

Gillam pointed out the 
average age of SAW veterans is 
now 94.7 and the new outreach 
program would assist these 
older veterans to figure out 
which pension provision would 
be to their advantage. Because 
of their age and possible 
physical incapacities, the VA 
feels they may need assistance 
in making a determination in 
favor of a larger pension which 
they may not be aware exists 
under the new law. 

As of October 1974, Illinois 
had 40 Spanish American War 
veterans on its roles. Nationally 
there are 1,287 survivors who 
participated in that war.

McCall’s proposal was 
selected in competition con- 
ducted by the School of 
Education Research and 
Projects Committee. 

Stefan P. Krchniak, who was 
acting dean at the time a 
decision was made to sponsor 
the competition, said, “The 
primary purpose is to stimulate 
scholarly activity in the School 


of Education and thus generate ~ 


innovative ideas in either basic 
research or inquiry devoted to 
the improvement of 
professional practice.” 

McCall, who has conducted 
numerous studies in the fields of 
psychological tests and 
measurements, counseling 
methods, descriptive statistics 
and vocational diagnosis, 
disagrees with a popular belief 
that “first-born children are 
favored for better intellectual 
development.” 

The SIUE_ psychelogist 
acknowledges that researchers 
claim to have “proved” with 
studies and statistics that the 
popular theory concerning first- 
born is correct. “But I don’t 
believe it,” he said. 

“In my opinion, if the right 
research methods are used, the 
apparent relationship between

birth rank and intelligence 
washes out. That is, I think it 
can be shown that the second, 
third and later-born children in 
a family turn out just about as 
well as the first bor 

McCall said the purpose of his 
current research is to prove 
that incorrect sampling 
methods have been used in the 
studies which purport to sup- 
port the “‘first-born theory.”

Prison term on state 
fuel taxation scheme 


A major retail motor fuel 
dealer last week became the 
first person ever sentenced to 
the penitentiary in connection 
with an Illinois state tax fraud, 
following his conviction in the 
largest state criminal tax 
prosecution in Illinois history 

Benedetto J. Massarella, 44, 
LaGrange, president of Bee 
Jay's Truck Stop, 970 West 
Pershing Road, was sentenced 
to one to three years for theft of 
motor fuel taxes, and for per- 
jury. 

Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Marvin E. Aspen further 
ordered Massarella to repay the 
state a total of more than 
$425,000 and fines totaling 
$40,000. If necessary, Judge 
Aspen said, Massarella must 
sell his business to pay the fines 
and taxes. 

In addition to Bee Jay's Truck. 
Stop, Massarella owns Mideast 
Transport, Inc. The cor- 
porations themselves were 
convicted of conspiracy and 
theft and were held to be jointly 
liable with Massarella for 
payment of the $425,000. 

Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott, whose new 
Financial Crimes Unit 
prosecuted the case, was 
present in the courtroom at the 
time of sentencing. He said the 


victory was a milestone in 
developing the legal tools to 
deal with ‘‘white collar crime."* 

“For the first time in Illinois 
judicial history,” Scott said, “a 
person who uses cuyning to 
steal from the people of the 
state through tax fraud faces 
the same deterrent of a 
penitentiary sentence as do less 
sophisticated street-corner- 
criminals who use force to steal 
a few dollars.”* 

Scott also praised the Ilinois 
Department of Revenue for its 
exhaustive investigation of the 
“mi ve scheme to defraud 
the state.” 

Scott said that from August 
1967 through May 1971, more 
than 6.2 million gallons of un- 
taxed heating oil were diverted 
to Bee Jay's Truck Stop, where 
it was sold as diesel fuel; 7.5 
cents a gallon state motor fuel 
tax was collected and never 
paid to the state. ,

According to McCall, 
“Historically, for religious or 
other reasons, 
most of our societies. gave 
their inheritance to the first- 
born. 


“This had -an economic 
advantage. It kept the family 
estate together. It’s a popular 
belief deeply engrained in our 
culture, to preserve the 
family heritage. 

“T'm impressed by how much 
journal editors and everyone 
else want to believe that first- 
born have this advantage and 
therefore deserve the best,” 
McCall continued. “It means in 
many cases that the first-born 
get sent to college and are af- 
forded other advantages, while 
the later-born more or less have 
to fend for themselves.” 

The SIUE~ psychologist 
believes many researchers 
have failed to use the proper 
statistical control for social 
class and other factors in their 
investigations of the first-born 
phenomenon. 

“The reason for the spurious 
effect is that, for example, if 
you go to the Edwardsville 
eighth grade, get their IQs and 
ask them what their birth rank 
is, the chances are the students 


who come from large families | 


also are later-born and also are 
from lower social classes. 
“Whatever the cause, 
whether it’s hereditary or 
cultural, these children are 


families~ in . 


‘No!’ 
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likely to have IQs as a-group, 
and they are likely to have 
lower birth ranks because they. 
come from ~ large families,” 
McCall explained. 

“What we ought to be doing is 
studying an entire family,” the 
psychology professor 
suggested. “In my opinion, 
many of the researchers have 
not taken into account the social 
class differences which get into 
their samples. 

“In other words, what they're 
really measuring is the 
relationship between social 
class and IQ, I think. But 
they’re measuring it by birth 
order. That’s the heart of the 
controversy I've gotten into,” 
McCall concluded.

Campaign disclosure law 
filing deadline—Jan. 31 


When in doubt, file with your 
county clerk in January. That’s 
the advice Michael E. Lavelle, 
chairman of the State Board of 
Elections, is giving to anyone 
who has been or is involved in 
politics on a local level in 
Tilinois, 

He offered the advice because 
the state's new Campaign 
Disclosure Law went into effect 
for many persons in January. 

“The effective date for 
existing local political com- 
mittees and local candidates 
who may be defined as ‘local 
committees’ under the law is 
Jan, 1,” Lavelle said. “The 
deadline for filing is Jan. 31,” he 
reminded those involved in 
campaigns 

The Campaign Disclosure 
Law, enacted by the Illinois 
General Assembly in Sep- 
tember, is compretiensive and 
has far'reaching ramifications,

2 inches of rain, cold 
wave create problems 


Heavy rains Thursday night 
and Friday followed by 
plunging temperatures during 
the weekend brought the Quad- 
City area its first major 
weather problems this winter. 

The rain, which climaxed a 
week of mild temperatures 
ranging as high as 58, flooded 
many area _ intersections, 
overloaded six Granite City lift 
stations and caushed a sharp 
rise in the water level in the 
Dobrey Slough area. 

There was no major wind 
damage, although winds 
Thursday night gusted up to 60 


- miles per hour. 


Predictions of snow in this 
area failed to materialize, but 
snow and heavy rain hit the 
Southeast, Texas and Arkansas. 

At least 16 storm-related 
deaths were recorded during 
the weekend. Six deaths were 
reported in Nebraska, three in 
North Dakota, two in Michigan 
and five in Minnesota. 

The heaviest rain fell in the 
Quad-City area early Friday 
morning, with 1.72 inches 
recorded by 8 a.m. at the Chain 
of Rocks locks office which 
maintains weather records for 
the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

That rainfall followed .31 of 
an inch that fell on Wednesday 
and Thursday. Intermitent 
rainfall through Friday 
registered another .13 of an inch 
precipitation at the 8 a.m. 
Saturday reading. 

The rain Friday caused 
flooding of hundreds of 
basements in Quad-City homes 
and made many street  in- 
tersections impassable for 
severa] hours. Flooded areas 
drained as the rainfall ceased. 

The area of Johnson and 
Nameoki Roads was flooded, as 
was 26th Street between Edison 
Avenue and State Streets. 

Approximately three feet of 
water rose into the yards of 
homes at the east end of Lincoln 
Avenue. 

Lionel Portell, Granite City 
street superintendent, reported 
that the Friday morning rain 
filled the Nameoki ditch to 
about two-thirds of its capacity, 


forestalling activation of 
recently-installed pumps to 
drain the Dobrey Slough area. 

As the ditch level -fell, an 
effort to start the pump at 10 
a.m, failed because, Portell 
said, debris had been pulled into 
the impellar of the pump and it 
was necessary to dismantle it 
partly and clean it out. 

The pump was placed in 
operation shortly after 1 p.m. 
Friday. 

Portell said difficulty in 
pumping operations at lift 
stations was encountered, as 
the surface drainage in- 
filtrated about 16 existing 
sanitary sewer breaks and 
began washing sand into the 
pumps. 

He said it was necessary to 
supplement pump facilities with 
additional electric motors at the 
Terrace Lane lift station and 
the lift station at Johnson Road 
and Nameoki Ditch. 

Colder temperatures hit the 
area following the Friday rains, 
with low temperatures of 10 
degrees reported Sunday and 
this morning. 

The National Weather Service 
predicted a high in the mid-20s 
today with a low tonight of 10 to 
15. A warming trend is expected 
Tuesday with a high of about 30. 

Last week's rainfall brought 
to 2.43 inches the total rainfall 
during January thus far, or .45 
of an inch above the normal fall 
of 1.98 inches for the entire 
month. 

Rain has fallen on six of the 13 
days of the month, with a trace 
reported on andther day. 

Rainfall records show .20 of 
an inch fell on Jan. 1, .07 of an 
inch on Jan. 3, a trace on Jan. 6, 
.26 of an inch on Jan. 8, .05 of an 
inch on Jan. 9, 1.72 inches on 
Jan. 10, and .13 of an inch on 
Jan. 11 

At many locations, such as 
parts of Wilson Park and the 
Coolidge Junior High school 
campus, large areas of water 
that-had collected were turned 
into potential ice skating rinks 
by: Mother Nature’s turn to 
colder weather during the 
weekend.

Steel supply 
still short 


Steel shortages seem destined 
to continue, bolstering the sales 
outlook for Granite City Steel, 
officials of the plant said today. 

Orders remain firm at 
Granite City Steel and this is 
expected to continue through at 
least the first half of 1975, GC 
Steel President Howard M. 
“Pete” Love and Chairman of 
the Board Nicholas P. Veeder 
said. 

The officials said em- 
ployment is expected to remain 
at its present level of more than 
5,000. 

Love said uncertainty created 
by the coal strike and its effect 
on steel production have helped 
caused steel orders to remain 
firm. “Once the coal strike 
effects are over and production 
increases to a normal level, we 
would expect the demand for 
steel to more closely reflect the 
demand for durables,”’ he said. 

He added, ‘National Steel 
Corp. has under way a $300 
million program which will add 


one-million-plus tons of new 
capacity by rounding out 
existing facilities at each of its 
three steel producing divisions. 
This includes additional 
equipment for the Granite City 
Steel 80-inch hot strip mill to 
achieve full productive 
capability.” 

Veeder predicted that 
beneficial effects of Granite 
City Steel’s merger with 
National Steel Corp. in 1971 will 
continue in 1975, as the merger 
has allowed local flat-rolled 
steel products to be shipped 
throughout the Midwest, South 
and Southwest, supplying ‘“‘an 
unusually wide variety of 
manufacturing industries. 

“This diversification in our 
markets is a fortunate cir- 
cumstance in times like the 
present when some of our giant 
manufacturing industries have 
tocut back sharply on their own 
production and, of course, on 
their orders for steel,’’ Veeder 
explained

ILLINOIS... 


“BY THY RIVERS GENTLY FLOWING, ILLINOIS” 


The rivers which surround 
and flow through Hlinois 
brought both new settlers and 
commercial wealth to the state. 
They were vital highways of 
the state’s early history. As the 
importance of shipping de- 
clined and wealth was diverted 
by the railroads, however, the 
rivers’ potential for destruction 
remained. 


In late January and early 
February of 1937, for ext 
ample, the Ohio River poured 
tons of flowing fury into the 
homes and lives of Ilinoisans 
in Cairo and other points. 
Damage was estimated at 
$75,000,000, a _ half-million 
dollars of which was in Shawn- 
eetown in Gallatin County. In 
Cairo where the rampaging 
Ohio shot over the 5S9.6-foot 
mark, eye-witnesses reported 
that the pressure was sO great 
behind the levee walls that 
sand boiled up in well-like fash- 
ion and water shot out of the 
pumps of wells. Citizens built 
sandbag walls around these 
“sand boils” as the water 
climbed. When the disaster 
ended, the Red Cross had sent 
more than $1,100,000 in relief 
to southem Illinois and distrib- 
uted another $500,000 in do- 
nated food. 

That flood was hardly the 
first. Shawneetown was 
flooded every year until 1884, 
when a series of levees were 
built. In 1893, a bad year 
throughout the state, the wa- 
ters rose over the walls; and the 
Knox County Republican, East 
St. Louis Daily Journal, and 
Mattoon Commercial all con- 
tained stories similar to the 
waming in the Galesburg Spec- 


tator that “it is but a question: 
of time when the levee will go 
and the town of Brooklyn will 
be swept away.” East St. Louis 
avowed that “insecurity against 
floods is ‘the prime, chief, and 
almost only cause why our city 
has not long since achieved 
much greater proportions than 
its present ones.” 

That threat left permanent 
scars. In Alton, for example, 
lines drawn on the walls of 
buildings along the river front 
record past disasters. The high 
water mark of 1844 held the 
record there until the spring of 
1973. In a park in Wood River, 
a marker some 20 feet in the 
air stands as grim reminder of 
the crest of that flood. During 
this modern deluge, the worst 
in some 200 years, such tradi- 
tionally flooded areas in south- 
em IUinois as Cairo waited 
nervously behind their levees 
for the rivers tocrest. _* 

The levees held and Lllinois- 
ans, shaped and molded by 
years of flood threat, watched 
the waters move by Cairo and 
Shawneetown-—recalling but 
not re-enacting the disaster of 
1937. How ironic that the state 
song begins “By thy rivers 
gently flowing, Illinois. . .”
